Commenting on the 
Agreement, Minister Cox said, 
46 It is a particular pleasure for 
me to sign this document with 
Aruba, an overseas territory of 
the Kingdom of Netherlands, 
following our signing with 
the Netherlands on June 8th, 
which itself marked our 12th 
signed TIEA.

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Summary of the Monthly Bulletin for August 2009 



ORANJESTAD - In the last 12 
months, prices in Aruba have 
decreased with 0.4 percentage 
points in relation to the United 
States, Aruba’s main trading 
partner. This is positive for 
the competitive position of 
Aruba. 

It is the first time since 
November 2005 that a 
negative price differential is 
observed. Responsible for this 
development are the declining 
prices in Aruba. August 2009 
showed an end of period 
deflation of 4.7 percent, a 
development occurring since 
December 2008. Similarly, 
for the month of September, 
an end of period deflation of 
3.7 percent was observed. The 
decline in prices in August 
and September 2009 was 
mostly due to lower water and 


electricity tariffs, as well as 
decreased gasoline prices. 
Tourism visitor statistics are 
not yet available for the month 
of August. 

Available July figures show 
that the number of stay over 
visitors went up by 6.4 percent. 
In addition, the number of 
nights visitors spent on the 
island also increased, albeit at 
a slower pace (+5.6 percent). 
In August 2009, real tourism 
receipts went up for the third 
consecutive month, this time 
by 1.8 percent. 

The number of cruise 
passengers in August 2009 
grew by 36.4 percent, as the 
number of ship calls increased 
from 3 to 8. 

Total government revenue in 
August 2009 decreased by 
Afl. 6.2 million to Afl. 84.2 


million compared to August 
2008. This was the result of 
lower tax revenues (especially 
succession tax), offset partially 
by higher nontax revenues. On 
a cumulative basis, total tax 
revenue of the government in 
2009 decreased by Afl. 57.5 
million or 8.7 percent. 

The real turnover tax revenue 
(BBO), an indicator of 
production on the island, grew 
by 9.8 percent compared to 
August 2008. The figures 
used here are based on BBO 


collected in September, which 
is indicative of turnover mostly 
generated in August. 

The money supply in August 
2009 rose by Afl. 7.2 million 
to Afl. 3,091.5 million. This 
was the result of an Afl. 12.9 
million increase in net inflow 
of funds from abroad, which 
was slightly offset by an Afl. 
5.8 million decline in net 
domestic assets. Consequently, 
net foreign assets increased to 
Afl. 1,432.5 million at the end 
of August 2009. The decline 


in net domestic assets was 
caused largely by an Afl. 5.3 
million decrease in non credit 
related balance sheet items. In 
addition, claims of the banking 
sector on the private sector 
fell by Afl. 4.7 million as a 
result of a decline in claims on 
enterprises. On the other hand, 
net liabilities of the banking 
sector to the government 
fell by Afl. 4.2 million, 
stemming from contractions 
in both development funds 
and government’s deposits.□

Our TIEA with the Netherlands 
satisfied the Organization for Economic 
Cooperation and Development (OECD) 
standard and resulted in Bermuda being the 
first country to ascend to the white list from 
the grey list. Bermuda now having concluded a 
TIEA with Aruba today, and with Netherlands 
Antilles on September 28th, draws Bermuda 
that much closer to the Netherlands and its 
overseas territories.” Bermuda presently has 
agreements with the United States, United 
Kingdom, Australia, New Zealand, the Nordic 
Group (including Denmark, Finland, Iceland, 
Norway and Sweden and their associated 
territories the Faroe Islands and Greenland), 
Germany, The Kingdom of the Netherlands, 
Ireland, Netherlands Antilles, and Mexico. 
These Agreements are available for review on 
the Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development website at www.oecd.org. 


Bermuda's TIEA with Aruba includes all 
standard means to ensure due process is 
followed in tax information requests to 
Bermuda, including, but not limited to, the 
following provisions: the request must not 
pertain to information in the possession or 
control of a person other than the taxpayer 
that does not relate specifically to the tax 
affairs of the taxpayer; the information is 
protected from disclosure under the laws of 
Bermuda on the grounds of legal professional 
privilege; the requesting party's request for 
information must be obtainable under its own 
laws for the purposes of the administration or 
enforcement of its tax laws or in response to 
a valid request from the Minister under the 
agreement; the disclosure of the information 
must not be contrary to public policy; the 
requesting party must keep the information 
confidential and may not disclose it to any 
unauthorized person.Q

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Festival Figure

Already in October the 
Christmas shows in the stores 
were set up to entice you to buy 
all the ornaments to decorate your 
home and business. Decorations 
and figures of a fat, red Santa 
are available, promising to put 
anyone in the Holiday Spirits. 
Medically, when I take a look 
at the store Santa figure, with 
his large rotund belly and red 
face that sports a bulbous nose 
I see many signs of heart attack 
candidate. Not that Santa Claus 
could have heart problems, not 
allowed. 

As cute as round 
Santa seems to be, most people 
want to enter the Holiday 
Season looking fit and trim. 
In the next two months many 
people, especially women, are 
going to pay good money to 
join commercial weight loss 
programs in hopes of dropping 
a size or two. Unfortunately, 
people tend to regain the weight 
they lost following a program 
because once it’s finished, they 
return to their normal eating 
habits. Furthermore, the body is 
always trying to fend off what 
it perceives to be starvation, and 
losing weight triggers hormone 
changes that make it difficult 
to keep shedding pounds. 

In the last eleven years 
in our grass- roots clinic we have 
seen all kinds of lose weight 
schemes. This year I have listed 
all the erroneous beliefs that I 
have heard from our patients. 

1. “Lose 30 pounds 
in 30 days.” Any commercial 
weight loss programs or any 
other gimmick that pledges 


massive weight loss quickly is 
certainly not healthy, and not 
true. Permanent weight loss 
requires lifestyle change, not a 
quick fix. Loosing weight very 
fast usually means dehydrating 
your body and loosing muscle. 

2. Lose weight by not 
eating. Without question the 
worse way to try to loose weight. 
Starving deprives the body of the 
nutrients it needs for life and can 
lead to serious illness. Plus you 
lose muscle mass, not fat. Even 
if you do lose pounds, you gain 
them back almost immediately 
when you start eating again. 

3. Carbohydrates are 
bad for you. First it was fat, 
now carbohydrates are the bad 
guy. Insulin, stimulated by the 
excess simple carbohydrates in 
our overabundant consumption 
of grains, starches and sweets, 
together with sedentary lifestyles 
is responsible for all those 
bulging stomachs, fat thighs 
and chins. However there are 
healthy complex carbohydrates, 
such as vegetables, whole brown 
rice and quinoa, which provide 
vital vitamins, and fiber to aid 
digestion. 

4. Fat is bad for you. 
Your brain is eighty percent 
fat; not fat you want to loose. 
Some fats like trans-fats found 
in processed foods and sweets 
are unhealthy, but many called 
essential fatty acids are good 
and necessary for your health. 
Your body is not going to be able 
to make your hormones without 


these fats. 

5. Drinking Diet sodas 
help you loose weight. There’s 
not one study that shows diet 
sodas help you lose weight. 
Meanwhile while you are 
drinking your liquid candy you 
are consuming chemicals that 
have shown to cause cancer. 

6. Saladbars are healthy. 
Lunch meats with chemical 
salts, cheeses, oily dressings 
are not healthy choices. You 
have to choose foods at a salad 
bar wisely to loose weight. 
Meanwhile, “Iceberg” lettuce 
has absolutely no nutritional 
value. 

7. Don’t eat after 6 p.m. 
Europeans eat at 10 o’clock at 
night and they’re half the size 
of Americans and Arubans. It is 
not what time you eat, it’s what 
you eat and staying active for at 
least three hours after you eat. 
The worse eating habit here in 
Aruba after a night of drinking 
is to eat a late snack at a food 
truck and then home to bed. 

8. Check your weight 
on a scale daily to check your 
progress. Checking your weight 
on a regular basis is an obvious 
way to gauge your progress 
and alter your diet accordingly; 
however, that scale tells you 
very little. I encourage patients 
to keep track of hip, thigh and 
stomach tummy centimeters and 
dress sizes that are much more 
enlightening. 

9. To lose weight take a 
pill or have an operation to have 


your stomach made smaller. 
Wow, your insurance company 
may even pay some of these. 
You cannot replace healthy 
eating, exercise and lifestyle 
choices with a pill or operation. 
Drugs are not new, they have 
been tried for many years and 
both drugs and operations 
can be dangerous and have 
horrible side effects. A better 
choice includes natural dietary 
supplements which can safely 
balance nutritional deficiencies, 
aid in managing unhealthy 
eating, support restful sleep and 
increase energy. 

10. You have to join the 
gym. Actually, 30 to 60 minutes 
per day of moderate physical 
activity is all it takes to balance 
healthy food intake. It does not 
have to be strenuous exercise, 
just move your body by 
gardening, walking, swimming, 
SCUBA diving, flying, dancing 
or having sex; just get of the 
couch. 

Get The Point! That 
majority of Americans and 
Arubans are overweight, and an 
alarming number are clinically 
obese. In countries addicted to 
convenient processed foods this 
obesity is no coincidence. It is 
not the fat in the foods we eat 
but, far more, the excess simple 
carbohydrates from our starch 
and sugar loaded diets. These 
nutritionally deficient diets not 
only contribute to increased 
weight but lead to a whole host 
of health problems. Want to 
enter the Holiday Season being 
fit and trim? That belly might 
look cute on Santa, but on you 
it is a major health risk. Call

Rll eyes oil refiners 



in US, Europe

The company feels valuations 
are low and the demand would 
later rise. 

Mukesh Ambani, after 
completing the world’s 
largest oil refining complex 
at Jamnagar in Gujarat, has 
now set his eyes on owning 
refining assets in the US and 
Europe. 

His Reliance Industries (RIL) 
has initiated preliminary 
discussions with US-based 
refiners such as Valero Energy 
Corp, Sunoco Inc and Flying 
J Inc for acquiring refineries, 
said sources in the know. 
Royal Dutch Shell’s three 
refineries in Europe are also 
on the Indian refiner’s radar, 
they added. 

Two senior officials said RIL 
was gearing to acquire assets 
worth $3-4 billion (in the 
range of Rs 14,000-18,500 
crore). Funds for acquisition 


will not be an issue, as it is 
sitting on a cash reserve of $5 
billion (Rs 25,000 crore). 

“As value depreciation is 
still very much an issue with 
refining assets in the US and 
Europe, RIL feels the timing 
is perfect for an acquisition. 
We are keen to have a 
global presence in refining, 
especially with some assets 
in the developed economies,” 
said an executive who did not 
wish to be named. 

Last week, RIL senior Vice- 
President Maurice Bannayan 
said, “We are in advanced 
talks with looking at refinery 
and petrochemical units for 
acquisition in the US and 
Europe, mostly in the US.” 
When asked, Valero 
spokesperson Bill Day said, 
“Valero has had its refinery 
in Aruba (in the Caribbean) 
available for sale since 
2007, and we said we would 


aggressively seek strategic 
alternatives - which could 
include a sale - for our 
refineries in New Jersey and 
Delaware. Valero does not 
identify the parties that have 
expressed an interest in any 
of our properties.” 

Virginia Parker, director of 
Marketing at Flying J, said: 
“We have no comment at this 
time. 

All matters surrounding sale 
of assets are subject to strict 
confidentiality requirements.” 
Sunoco officials declined to 
co mm ent. 

A RIL spokesperson said, “As 
a corporate policy, we do not 
comment on speculation.” 
Many European petroleum 
giants have put their 
refineries on the block after 
a slump in demand for fuels 
and petrochemical products. 
These refineries are either 
running at lower profit 


margins or have shut, said a 
Mumbai-based analyst. 
However, RIL feels there 
are signs of recovery in 
these markets and once the 
financial situation improves, 
the demand would trek high. 
After the crash of financial 
markets, Valero had cut 
costs at plants at Paulsboro 
in New Jersey and Delaware 
City and pursued “strategic 
alternatives” for them and 
the shuttered 235,000 barrels 
per day (bpd) Aruba refinery, 
Chief Executive Officer Bill 
Klesse said in a recent memo 
to employees. Previously, 
Valero, which operates 18 
refineries throughout the US, 
Canada and the Caribbean, 
used the term strategic 
alternatives when it put a 
refinery up for sale. 

The Paulsboro refinery is 
in the same New Jersey 
county as the refinery 
Sunoco is shutting. Sunoco 
recently announced plans to 
indefinitely shut its 145,000 
bpd Eagle Point refinery at 
Westville in New Jersey, 
furlough 400 workers and 
halve its dividend, as the 
continuing recession hurts 
the US refiner’s profits. 

Weak demand for refined 
products during the financial 
downturn, coupled with 
increased capacity, has 
pressured margins through 
the industry, and it is the right 
time for RIL to buy refineries 
at low cost, analysts said. 

Big West Oil LLC, which 
has two refineries in the US, 
has halted taking deliveries 
after parent Flying J filed 


for bankruptcy. Big West’s 
Bakersfield refinery has 
a processing capacity of 
68,000 bpd, according to data 
compiled by Bloomberg. Big 
West also has a 30,000 bpd 
plant in Salt Lake City. 
Swiss-based refiner Petroplus 
said earlier this year it would 
sell its Teesside refinery in 
the UK by the end of June 
or turn it into a storage site if 
no buyer can be found. The 
1,17,000 bpd plant stopped 
production in March 2009, 
when the company stopped 
buying crude for it. 

Shell has been looking to 
sell its Harburg and Heide 
refineries in Germany for the 
past six months. In August, 
sources said India’s Essar 
Oil had given a bid for both 
refineries, as well as for 
Stanlow, Shell’s another 
refinery in the UK. Harburg 
has a capacity to process 
110,000 bpd, while Heide can 
process 93,000 bpd. Stanlow 
has a capacity to process 
267,000 bpd. 

Other refineries up for sale 
in Europe include Italian 
firm Eni’s Livorno refinery 
and Swiss-based Petroplus’ 
Teesside refinery. 

RIL is also eyeing the fuel 
retailing markets of the US 
and Europe, more than a year 
after it closed retail operations 
in India. Selling petrol 
directly in the US market 
could save the company a 5 to 
10 per cent additional cost as 
traders’ commission, and the 
company has approached the 
US authorities for approval to 
start direct fuel sales. □

May wisdom prevail 

While the decision of the new governing ADB/Nicolaas coalition 
of Bonaire to have yet another constitutional referendum 
is considered an inconvenience at best by the other islands 
because it could delay the process of establishing new relations 
in the Dutch Kingdom as already agreed on, there is now at 
least clarity on the proposed date and question of the population 
consultation. 

The January 15 date chosen by the referendum committee is 
reason for some concern because it is only one week before 
the Antillean Parliament election of January 22. This raises 
the issue of one voting process affecting the other, in terms of 
campaigning, behaviour at the polls and possibly turnout. 

On the other hand, there were not that many other options if 
the referendum is to be held before the election, which from 
a political point of view is understandable. If one result must 
influence the other, allowing the referendum result to have an 
impact on the election is probably better than the other way 
around, considering the nature of a referendum. 

As far as the proposed question to be asked is concerned, one 
has to wonder how fair the use of the term ’’integration” is when 
it comes to opting for status of public overseas body of the 
Netherlands currently on the table as negotiated by the former 
UPB Executive Council. After all, care was taken all along not 
to use that word, but rather “direct ties” with the Netherlands. 
Now making “free association” one of the two options for 
“direct ties” with the Netherlands is also debatable. In the view 
of many, such a “free association” implies anything but direct 
ties, with Dutch State Secretary for Kingdom Relations Ank 
Bijleveld-Schouten even likening it to a choice for full, political 
independence. The latter may be taking it a bit too far, but the 
fact of the matter is that with the Netherlands not prepared to 
change what it’s offering Bonaire based on agreements already 
made, just what a choice for “free association” will mean is a 
big question mark. 

As far as the other islands are concerned, the direction Bonaire 
takes in the referendum could very well impact the dismantling 
of the Netherlands Antilles and establishing new relations in the 
Kingdom effective 10-10-10 as planned. That is all the more 
the case for St. Eustatius and Saba, which as overseas public 
entities of the Netherlands are to form the BES islands with 
Bonaire. 

All in all, developments in Bonaire have not made completing 
a process of constitutional change that started over two decades 
ago with the departure of Aruba in 1986 any easier. The hope is 
that the people of Bonaire will let wisdom prevail and choose 
for the security and clarity that the agreed-on status for the 
island provides, rather than the uncertainty and lack of clarity 
of “free association.” □ 



health information system 
and a communication plan 
to facilitate and guide the 
introduction of the new NHIS. 
The decisions will be taken 
based on consultations with the 
advisory committee in which 
the relevant stakeholders 
such as health care providers, 
insurance companies, patient 
organisations, social partners 
and the private sector are 
represented. 

GIS reported Director of 
Sector Public Health, Social 
Development and Labour 
Jorien Wuite as saying the 
Executive Council had 
presented a document with the 
relevant detailed proposals for 
the system to the broad-based 
advisory committee recently. 
She said the document 


described the basic pillars of 
the new system: the preferred 
contribution scenario, a 
broad-based health care 
package, and other matters of 
the organizational framework 
such as the role of government 
and of the executing agency in 
health care financing. 

GIS said this national effort 
should be seen in the light of 
preparations for country status 
being set for 10-10-10 and the 
especially approved project 
organisation to accomplish 
health financing reform with 
the objective of improved 
accessibility to health care 
services for all residents on St. 
Maarten. 

Wuite explained that the new 
system would move away 
from what was referred to 


as “the current fragmented 
system with various packages 
and a high percentage of 
the population that is left 
uninsured.” 

More emphasis will be 
placed on preventive health 
care services amongst the 
population, as this is expected 
to benefit the overall health 
of the population. Also, 
the developed health care 
coverage package for country 
Sint Maarten has been broadly 
defined according to the Dutch 
system. 

“In order to introduce this 
system as of the date of 
obtaining country status, final 
decision-making on the pillars 
of this system by the Island 
Council is critical before the 
end of 2009,” GIS said. □

Stocks drop after mixed economic data, earnings

NEW YORK-A disappointing 
report on housing starts made 
investors nervous about the 
economy Tuesday and sent 
stocks lower even as profits 
at many companies exceed 
expectations. 

Stocksfellfrom2009highsafter 
the Commerce Department 
said home building rose less 
than expected in September, a 
discouraging signal for future 
construction activity. 

The market will get another 
measure of the housing 
market’s health Friday with 
a report on existing home 
sales. After several months of 
encouraging data on housing, 
investors have become 
disappointed in recent weeks 
with signs that a recovery in 
home building and home sales 
is starting to falter, which could 
bode poorly for the prospects 
of the broader economy. 

A rebound in the dollar from 
a 14-month low against 
other major currencies also 


hurt stocks by driving down 
commodity prices and, in turn, 
hurting energy and materials 
companies. 

The housing data and the 
stronger dollar overshadowed 
strong earnings reports from 
Apple Inc., Caterpillar Inc. and 
health insurer UnitedHealth 
Group Inc. 

There was more trouble 
for stocks from a Labor 
Department report finding 
that energy prices pushed 
U.S. wholesale prices lower in 
September, leaving a larger- 
than-expected monthly drop 
in the producer price index. 
That report helped lift the 
bond market, however, which 
tends to rise on signs of muted 
inflation and slow economic 
growth. 

But Schaeffer’s Investment 
Research analyst Todd 
Salamone said the market’s 
ability to avoid a big slide is 
an encouraging sign. 

“We’ve got a report that’s 
disappointing and the 
bears haven’t really gained 


control here,” he said. “It’s 
a good excuse just to take a 
breather.” 

In midaftemoon trading, the 
Dow Jones industrial average 
fell 76.03, or 0.8 percent, to 
10,016.16. 

The broader Standard & 
Poor’s 500 index fell 8.76, or 
0.8 percent, to 1,089.15, and 
the Nasdaq composite index 
fell 16.71, or 0.8 percent, to 


2,159.61. Treasury prices rose, 
pushing their yields lower, 
after the drop in producer 
prices. Inflation is a worry for 
bond investors because rising 
prices can eat into returns. The 
yield on the 10-year Treasury 
note fell to 3.33 percent from 
3.39 percent late Monday. 

The dollar and gold rose. 
Crude oil fell 45 cents to 
$79.16 a barrel on the New 


York Mercantile Exchange. 
The day’s slide came as 
investors navigate a busy 
week of corporate earnings 
reports for signals about 
the economy. Profits have 
topped expectations but many 
companies have relied on 
slashing costs to boost profits 
as they did in the first half 
of the year. That has some 
analysts worried. □ 


Fewer home-building permits signal weakness ahead

WASHINGTON - Applications for home 
building permits, a key gauge of future 
construction, fell in September by the largest 
amount in five months — a discouraging sign 
for the housing industry. A rebound in housing 
is needed to support a broader economic 
recovery.Representatives for the industry told 
a congressional panel Tuesday that the $8,000 
tax credit for first-time buyers needs to be 
extended and expanded to ensure the housing 
sector will emerge from the recession. 

But the Obama administration, facing soaring 
budget deficits, has not decided whether to 
support any extension. And some private 
economists played down the impact of such 
a move, arguing that most interested buyers 
already had taken advantage of the tax break. 
Meanwhile, the Labor Department said 
wholesale prices fell 0.6 percent last month 
on a drop in energy costs. Outside food and 
energy, core inflation edged down 0.1 percent. 
In the 12 months ending in September, core 
wholesale prices rose a modest 1.8 percent. 
The Commerce Department said construction 
of homes and apartments rose 0.5 percent last 
month to a seasonally adjusted annual rate of 
590,000 units. That was a weaker showing 
than the 610,000 economists had expected. 
The applications for building permits fell 
1.2 percent, the second setback in the 
past three months and the biggest decline 


since a 2.5 percent drop in April. It likely 
means construction will weaken a bit in 
coming months, partly because builders had 
accelerated projects to complete them before 
the tax credit expires Nov. 30. 

The industry also faces other challenges, 
including record levels of home foreclosures 
and unemployment that is currently at a 26- 
year high of 9.8 percent and not expected to 
peak until next summer, said Sal Guatieri, an 
economist at BMO Capital Markets. 

But Patrick Newport, a housing economist 
at Global Insight, said a slow recovery likely 
will continue because inventories of new 
homes have fallen so far that builders have an 
incentive to ramp up sales with or without a 
tax credit. “We see a very slow recovery for 
housing that will gradually gain strength over 
the next two to three years before construction 
gets back to more normal levels,” Newport 
said. Housing has been struggling to recover 
this year following the worst collapse in 
decades, which helped pull the overall 
economy into the longest recession since the 
1930s. Real estate agents and homebuilders 
are lobbying Congress to extend the tax credit, 
arguing government support remains critical. 
At a hearing Tuesday before the Senate 
Banking Committee, Sen. Johnny Isakson, 
R-Ga., who spent his career as a real estate 
agent before being elected to Congress, said 
“this market is going to die a sudden death” 
without an extension. □

freak show. 

While vampires have a strong 
pulse in Hollywood, some 
expect the genre could bleed 
out from overexposure. 
“Sometimes there are trends 
with audiences and with film 
studios, TV stations, and they 
go wild, and they run like 
lemmings in one direction 
until they go over the cliff,” 
said Werner Herzog, who 
directed 1979’s “Nosferatu 
the Vampyre.” “The genre of 
vampire films in its darkness 
and in its nightmarish aspect 
is a genre that will be forever, 
but sometimes, you have an 
overload, an overkill, and 
when the heap gets too, too 
big, everybody starts to turn 
away.” 

In his 2007 Antarctica 
documentary “Encounters at 
the End of the World,” Herzog 
wisecracked that he was not 
making yet another movie 
about penguins, a reference to 
a spate of films on the cold- 
weather birds. 

Penguins reached a glut after 
only a handful of movies, but 
the sheer variety of vampire 
stories lends them superhuman 
durability for exploring the 
issues and fears of mortals. 

“I think vampires are richer 
veins than penguins,” Reilly 
said. “There’s only so much 
you can do with penguins. 
They’re cute. They can’t fly.

LOS ANGELES - Vampires 
have been an eternal force 
in Hollywood horror since 
silent-movie days, yet they 
have risen to new heights 
as the “Twilight” franchise, 
TV’s “True Blood” and other 
incarnations put the bite on 
viewers.

Michael Jackson was 
“excited,” ready for concerts

LONDON (Reuters) - Michael Jackson was “excited” about 
performing a run of 50 live concerts in London for which he 
was rehearsing just before his sudden death in June, the director 
of a new movie about the “king of pop” said on Tuesday. 

In the last few days of his life, Jackson also appeared to 
have “gone into another gear” and showed no signs of drug 
dependency, Kenny Ortega told Reuters in an interview. 

“This is It,” a feature-length film built around footage of the 
final Los Angeles rehearsals before Jackson’s death on June 25 
aged 50, hits theatres around the world on October 28 and looks 
set to be one of the biggest movies of the year. 

“He was excited, looking forward to (it), happy, pleased with 
what we had accomplished up until that moment and looking 
forward to finishing up the rehearsals in Los Angeles and 
moving on to London,” Ortega said. 

“Those last few nights of rehearsals it seemed like he’d gone 
into another gear, and everyone really believed that we were 
about to embark on something that was going to be rather 
remarkable.” Asked whether Jackson had shown any signs of 
dependency on drugs, Ortega replied: “No.” 

Jackson died of a prescription drug overdose, and his death 
triggered fevered speculation about his physical state at the time 
and what drugs he may have taken. 

According to Ortega, who had been working with Jackson on 
staging and choreographing of the “This Is It” concerts, the 
sellout shows were seen by the singer as his swansong.□

Senate OKs move of Gitmo 
prisoners to U.S. for trial

WASHINGTON (AP) — President Barack 
Obama won a modest victory Tuesday in his 
continuing effort to close the Guantanamo 
Bay prison in Cuba and allowing the 
government to continue to transfer detainees 
to the United States for prosecution. 

The plan to permit terror suspects held at the 
facility to be shipped to U.S. soil to face trial 
passed the U.S. Senate by a 79-19 vote as 
part of a larger $44.1 billion budget bill for 
the Homeland Security Department. 

The measure already passed the House of 
Representatives and now goes to Obama to be 
signed into law. The Guantanamo provision 
generally tracks restrictions already in place 
that block release of detainees in the United 
States but permits them to be tried here. 

In January, Obama ordered the facility closed 
within a year, but the administration has yet 
to deliver a plan and the effort has hit several 
roadblocks. Among the main problems was 
unease among Obama’s Democratic allies 
in Congress who have refused to approve 
money for the effort. 

The plan adopted Tuesday requires the 
administration to develop a plan before 
any further transfers. It also requires 15 
days’ notice before a transfer can occur and 
a certification that the prisoner does not 
represent a security risk. 

The Senate debate over Guantanamo 


prisoners was relatively sedate. Last week, 
House Democratic leaders had to press to 
defeat a Republican effort to block transfer 
of any of the Guantanamo Bay detainees to 
the United States, even to face trial. 
“Prosecuting these individuals in our U.S. 
courts simply will not work, and there is too 
much at stake to grant the unprecedented 
benefit of our legal system’s complex 
procedural safeguards to foreign nationals 
who were captured outside the United States 
during a time of war,” said Republican Sen. 
Saxby Chambliss. 

“Guantanamo must be closed because it’s 
become a recruiting tool for al-Qaida and 
other terrorists,” countered the second- 
ranking Senate Democrat, Dick Durbin. 

The homeland security measure is one of 
several bills addressing the Guantanamo 
issue. A Senate-passed defense spending 
measure would block all transfers while a 
separate defense policy measure also would 
permit transfers for trial. 

Separately, a group of retired generals and 
war veterans launched a national campaign 
Tuesday to rally support for closing the 
prison and transferring its inmates. 

The campaign, “CLOSE GITMO NOW,” 
begins Tuesday with a relatively modest 
$100,000 ad buy on cable television channels 
across the country, exhorting Congress to 
reject the “failed Bush-Cheney policies.”

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Guantanamo detainees case reaches Supreme Court

WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The Supreme Court agreed 
Tuesday to decide whether 
Guantanamo detainees who 
are considered no threat can be 
ordered released in the United 
States — over the obj ections of 
the Obama administration and 
Congress — if the prisoners 
have nowhere else to go. 

The case could further 
complicatetheadministration’s 
plans to close the Guantanamo 
prison where 220 or so men 
are still held. 

The court’s fourth look at 
the terror-suspects detention 
system, created by the Bush 


administration following the 
Sept. 11, 2001, attacks, will 
focus on 13 Chinese Muslims, 
most of whom were cleared 
by the Pentagon for release in 
2003. Six years later — and 
eight years after their capture 
in Pakistan and Afghanistan 
in 2001 — they remain in 
custody at the U.S. naval base 
in Cuba. The first three high 
court decisions were rebukes 
to the government for denying 
detainees their day in court. 
The justices said they will hear 
a challenge from the Chinese 
Muslims, or Uighurs (WEE’- 
gurs), who are asking the court 
to put some teeth into its June 
2008 ruling that said federal

judges could ultimately order 
some detainees to be released, 
depending on security concerns 
and other circumstances. 
Acting after the Supreme 
Court ruling, a federal judge in 
Washington said the Uighurs 
must be released immediately 
into the United States because 
their continued confinement 
was unjustified and the U.S. 
government could find no 
country willing to take them. 
A federal appeals court, 
however, said the judge lacked 
the authority to order detainees 
released into the United States, 
setting up the new high court 
challenge. 

The Uighurs say the ability 
to go before a federal judge 
is worthless if the judge 
ultimately has no power to free 


people who are being wrongly 
held. The administration is 
defending the appeals court 
ruling, but also noting ongoing 
diplomatic efforts to find the 
Uighurs a home. 

The Uighurs have no right 
to enter the United States, 
Solicitor General Elena Kagan 
told the court. In fact, Kagan 
said, “they are free to leave 
Guantanamo Bay to go to 
any country that is willing to 
accept them.” 

In the meantime, she said, they 
are no longer being detained 
as enemy combatants, but “are 
being housed under relatively 
unrestrictive conditions,” 
given Guantanamo’s status as 
a military base. 

The justices will hear the 
argument early in 2010, 


although it is possible that if 
the administration succeeds in 
relocating the Uighurs by then, 
the case could be dismissed. 
President Barack Obama has 
promised to close the detention 
facility by next Jan. 22, 
although senior administration 
officials have since said that 
deadline might not be met.

The underlying spending bill also backs the 
Obama administration’s refusal to release 
newphotos showing U.S. personnel abusing 
detainees held overseas. The measure 
supports Obama’s decision to allow the 
defense secretary to bar the release of 
detainee photos for three years. 

The American Civil Liberties Union has 
filed suit to obtain unreleased photos of 
detainee abuse under the federal Freedom 
of Information Act and won two rounds in 
federal court. 

The bill essentially would overcome the 
ACLU’s case. 

The administration has appealed to the 
U.S. Supreme Court, and Obama has said 
he would use every available means to 
block release of additional detainee abuse 


photos, because they could whip up anti- 
American sentiment overseas and endanger 
U.S. troops. His powers include issuing an 
order to classify the photos, thus blocking 
their release. 

On another matter, Republican Sen. Jim 
DeMint complained that negotiators 
dropped a plan to require double-layer 
fences along 700 miles of the border with 
Mexico rather than vehicle barriers and 
high-tech equipment. 

The agreed bill also would overturn a 
decades-old provision of U.S. law that 
made a foreigner whose U.S. citizen spouse 
died within two years of their marriage 
eligible for expulsion from the country, 
said Michael Mershon, spokesman for a 
sponsor of the legislation, Democratic Rep.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
leader who prods his critics 
to put politics aside is doing 
anything but these days: 
President Barack Obama is 
campaigning for his party’s 


future. 

Barreling Tuesday into 
several days of frenetic 
political activity, Obama The 
Campaigner has work to do in 
helping raise money and rally 
loyalists for lesser-known 
Democrats. 

Dollars aren’t materializing as 


much as expected—even with 
a record-shattering fundraiser 
like Obama at the party’s 
helm and working furiously to 
bring in cash. And, two weeks 
before off-year elections, 
Democrats are facing the 
prospect of losing hard-fought 
gubernatorial races in Virginia 


and perhaps New Jersey, 
contests that depend on the 
Democratic base and that to a 
certain degree are shaping up 
as a test of Obama’s political 
strength. 

All that’s a wake-up call for 
a party that controls both the 
White House and Congress 
and for a president elected in 
an electoral landslide less than 
a year ago. 

So, as the Democratic 
standard-bearer, Obama is 
putting his time on the line 
and his prestige to the test 
with a blitz of fundraisers and 
campaign appearances. 
Obama stands to raise as much 
as $3 million in New York City 
for the Democratic National 
Committee on Tuesday as 
well as an unspecified sum for 
Bill Owens, the Democrat in a 
special congressional election 
in upstate New York. 

The president also will 
campaign for Democrats 
in New Jersey, Virginia, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut 
and Florida in the coming 
days, a notable cashing-in 
of Obama’s time as he fights 
to pass health care reform 
and tries to find a winning 


Afghanistan strategy. 

It’s not just this year’s races 
that are at issue but also the 
broader state of the Democratic 
Party — from cash-flow 
to enthusiasm — heading 
into next year. In the 2010 
elections, Democrats will try 
to defend their majorities in 
Congress and seek to pick up 
governor’s seats. 

The party in power typically 
loses congressional seats in the 
first election of a president’s 
term. Obama certainly wants 
to avoid the fate of fellow 
Democrat Bill Clinton, who 
similarly swept into the 
presidency with youthful 
energy only to see his party 
lose control of Congress two 
years later. 

With all that at stake, Obama 
is choosing to insert himself 
intensely into the process 
while keeping in mind that he 
also could be associated with 
defeats should Democrats 
lose. 

Including Tuesday’s events, 
Obama will have headlined 
23 fundraisers so far in his 
nine-month presidency, 
according to Mark Knoller 
of CBS News, who keeps a 
detailed log of presidential 
activities. This compares with 
six for President George W. 
Bush’s first year in office, 
though his efforts were cut 
short because of the Sept. 11 
terrorist attacks. 

Obama is calculating that 
he can’t afford criticism 
from the Democratic Party’s 
base supporters that he’s not 
helping candidates. But there 
are also risks to full-throttle 
campaigning: His own power 
is being gauged. 

“If governors and members 
of the House and Senate 
come to the conclusion that 
Obama’s personal support is 
not transferable or that his 
supporters have not remained 
mobilized, the impact of his 
personal charisma will be 
seen as more limited than it 
was a year ago,” said Kenneth 
Sherrill, a political science 
professor at Hunter College in 
New York. 

“All in all, he gets more credit 
for making a public effort than 
for sitting on the sidelines and 
watching Democrats at risk 
fend for themselves,” Sherrill 
said.Q 
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FAA investigating balloon flight

(AP) — The Federal Aviation 
Administration has opened 
its own investigation into

Larimer County Sheriff Jim 
Alderden has said investigators 
believe amateur storm 
chasers Richard and Mayumi 
Heene called the emergency 
dispatcher Thursday saying 
they thought their son, Falcon, 
was aboard the large helium 
balloon that floated away 
from their yard in Fort Collins 
in a bid to get publicity for a 
reality TV show. 

The balloon landed 50 miles 
(80 kilometers) away near 
Denver International Airport. 


Some flights had to be changed 
to a different runway for 20 
minutes. 

Falcon was found safe at 
home. 

Alderden said he is seeking 
charges against the Heenes 
including conspiracy, 

contributing to the delinquency 
of a minor, making a false 
report to authorities, and 
attempting to influence a 
public servant. The most 
serious charges are felonies 
and carry a maximum sentence 
of six years in prison. 
Alderden said authorities also 
would be seeking restitution 


for the costs of the balloon 
chase, though he didn’t 
provide a figure. 

His office has said it will 
likely be sometime next week 
before it forwards its findings 
to prosecutors to decide on 
charges. 

Richard Heene previously has 
denied a hoax. 

He emerged briefly from 
the family’s home Tuesday 
morning but didn’t answer 
reporters’ questions. 

Heene did show two delivery 
workers where to find five 
leased helium tanks that 
were being returned to Flexx 
Productions, a Fort Collins 
rental company. The workers 
said four of the tanks were 
empty and one was partially 
full. 

An associate of Heene’s, 
Robert Thomas, has told 
sheriff’s investigators that he 
helped record Heene’s ideas 
for a TV show, said Thomas’ 
attorney, Linda Lee. 

Lee said Monday that Heene 
was “obsessed” with trying to 
land a TV show and become 
famous. 

“Heene believes the world is 
going to end in 2012,” she said. 
“Because of that, he wanted to 
make money quickly, become 
rich enough to build a bunker 
or something underground, 
where he can be safe from the 
sun exploding.” 

Thomas told NBC’s “Today” 
show on Tuesday that he had 
nothing to do with the hoax 


and didn’t know about the 
balloon being launched until 
he saw it on television. Asked 
whether he should be profiting 
by selling his story, Thomas, 
who described himself as an 
entrepreneur and a college 
student, said he was told that 
people sell their stories to the 
media and that he was paid 
“way less than most people 
think.” 

Thomas helped Richard Heene 
organize his thoughts and 
worked with him from March 
to May, Lee said. Thomas’ 
notes include Richard Heene 
discussing a hoax that involved 
a balloon to make it seem like 
there was a UFO, Lee said. 
Lee said investigators told 
her Thomas would not face 
charges but that she was 
seeking immunity for him 
“just to be safe.” Thomas 
has said he had no idea that a 
possible hoax could involve 
the Heene children. 

The Heenes twice appeared on 
the ABC network’s reality TV 
show “Wife Swap,” including 
a March episode in which 
they discuss their approach 
to parenting and talk about 
their belief that they’re the 
descendants of aliens. 

The producer of “Wife Swap” 
had a show in development 
with the Heenes but said the 
deal is now off. The TLC 
cable network also said Heene 
had pitched a reality show 
months ago, but it passed on 
the offerQ

The dispute has immigrant advocates calling 
on retailers to pull the costume from its 
shelves, while a group that supports strict 
immigration laws say it’s all a to-do over 
nothing, with freedom of speech being turned 
upside down by political correctness. 

Since Friday, when the Coalition for Humane 
Immigration Rights in Los Angeles first 
raised the issue, companies including Target, 
Walgreens and eBay have removed the 
costume from their inventory. Still, many 
local retailers continue to stock the costume 
that also comes with a “green” card — which 
technically makes the alien a legal resident. 
At costume stores in Miami, the responses 
have been mixed. 

Don King, whose mother immigrated from 
Cuba, bought pirate and Homer Simpson 
costumes Tuesday at Halloween USA in 
midtown Miami, where the costume is on 
sale but has attracted few customers. “It’s a 
joke,” King said. “I really don’t think much 
of it.” 

A few miles away in the Little Havana 
neighborhood, workers at a popular costume 
store said it was not something they would 
carry because it was discriminatory. They do 
stock a human taco costume, replete with a 
Mariachi hat. 

Cashier Carmen Torres, who recalled facing 
discrimination after arriving from Cuba as a 
young girl in the 1960s, said the costume was 
tasteless. “They haven’t done anything bad. 
You can punish those who are criminals, but 
not people who are trying to, trying to work,” 
Torres said. 

Target has said it sold the costume online only 
and that it was posted by accident though it 
did not meet the company’s standards. eBay 
said it asked sellers to remove the costume 
because it “does not allow items that 
promote or glorify hatred, violence, racial, 
sexual, or religious intolerance, or promote 
organizations with such views.” 

Jorge-Mario Cabrera, a spokesman for 
the immigrant coalition, said the costume 
“perpetuates this idea we have about 
undocumented immigrants as alien foreigners, 


strangers, scary.” 

Cabrera said he knew the costume could be 
taken as a play on words but the jumpsuit 
was too close to what many immigrants must 
wear in detention centers, “where they can 
spend months at a time, and where there is a 
lot of suffering.” 

“That the creature was holding a green 
card was a stab at a (broader) community,” 
he said, because it suggests even with a 
legal document, immigrants are still scary 
criminals. 

William Gheen, head of the North Carolina- 
based political action committee Americans 
for Legal Immigration, said efforts to get 
stores not to sell the costume amounted to 
an attack on freedom of speech. He urged 
Americans to buy the costumes in protest. 

“I looked at the costume and thought it was 
kind of funny. The only thing that wasn’t 
funny was how many illegal immigrants are 
in this country,” said Gheen, who has given 
speeches suggesting Latin Americans are 
bringing an epidemic of tuberculosis to the 
U.S., despite government figures showing 
the illness is at an all-time low. 

Gheen said he didn’t understand why people 
would have a problem with words used in 
federal law. 

“This is a battle over psycholinguistics,” he 
said, referring to the study of the relationship 
between language and the psychology or 
behavior of those who use it. “Nobody 
is supposed to be able to use the words 
‘illegal aliens’ ... except in the government 
literature.” 

There’s a big difference between how words 
are used officially and what people say in 
popular language, said Charleton Mcllwain, 
professor of race and media at New York 
University. 

“When people (informally) talk about 
immigrants, the term aliens seems to almost 
exclusively get used for Mexicans or other 
Latin Americans. We don’t talk about 
Canadian aliens,” he said. 

Many major media organizations, including 
The Associated Press, no longer use the term 
“Illegal Alien” unless quoting an individual 
or government text.Q

WARSAW, Poland (AP) 
— U.S. Vice President Joe 
Biden has arrived in Poland 
on the highest-level visit yet 
by the Obama administration 
to the country — a gesture 
Poles view as Washington’s 
attempt to repair damage 
done by its handling of 
missile defense plans. 
President Barack Obama 
is deeply admired in 
Western Europe but his 
administration is less 
popular in Poland and other 
former Soviet satellites 
because of Washington’s 
drive to mend ties with 
Russia — still deeply feared 
in the region — and plans 
to reconfigure Bush-era 
missile defense plans. 
Biden’s two-day visit to 
Poland will be followed by 
stops in Romania and the 
Czech Republic. He landed 
Tuesday night in Warsaw in 
a steady rain, waving as he 
left his plane. 

The White House has 
said defense issues will 
feature in his talks in the 
three countries, all NATO 
members with troops in 
Afghanistan, and that 
Biden will discuss Obama’s 
missile defense plans during 
his talks, as well. 

The visit is seen by the 
Polish public and leaders 
as “mainly about damage 
control and trying to 
make up for mistakes,” 
said Bartosz Wisniewski, 
a foreign policy analyst 
with the Polish Institute of 
International Affairs. 

Obama in September 
scrapped Bush’s plans to put 
missile defense interceptors 
in Poland and a radar in the 
Czech Republic, a system 
intended to shoot down 
future long-range missiles 
from Iran. 

The administration’s 

planned replacement 

would instead be aimed 
against Iranian short- and 
intermediate-rangemissiles; 


it says that makes more 
sense in part because Iran 
doesn’t yet have long-range 
capabilities. 

Obama has promised Poland 
and the Czech Republic the 
right to host elements of the 
new system. In particular, 
the U.S. has offered 
Warsaw the chance to host 
SM-3 missiles — the U.S. 
Navy’s Standard Missile-3, 
an anti-ballistic missile that 
the Pentagon says is the 
most technically advanced 
and cost-effective way to 
counter Iran’s anticipated 
arsenal. 

Polish Foreign Minister 
Radek Sikorski said he 
expected Biden to flesh out 
this offer during the visit, 
but that no history-making 
decisions would be made 
during Biden’s short visit. 
“We expect details of the 
offer and will react in light 
of these, but please do 
not expect any dramatic 
or momentous events,” 
Sikorski told reporters as 
he flew Tuesday to Poland 
from Israel, according to 
the news agency PAP. 
“Poland is to be part of this 
system in the third phase — 
that is, around 2018 — so 
there is still a lot of time to 
work out the details.” 

But even hosting SM-3s 
would mark a scaled-down 
role for Poland in the U.S. 
missile defense system, 
a fact lamented by Polish 
President Lech Kaczynski 
and a host of political 
observers. 

“Today we know one thing 
— Poland’s role in the new 
plan will not be as big as 
the role it was to have in the 
Bush plan,” Lukasz Kulesa, 
an analyst at the Warsaw- 
based Polish Institute of 
International Affairs, wrote 
Tuesday in the Gazeta 
Wyborcza daily. 

He said the White House’s 
new plan “does not give us 
an exclusive position,” and 
that any SM-3 missiles that 
might be placed in Poland 


“will only be of secondary 
significance.” 

Poles were also dismayed 
that Obama announced his 
plans for a reconfigured 
missile defense system 

on Sept. 17, the 70th 
anniversary of the Soviet 
invasion of Poland at the 
start of World War II — 
timing that signaled to them 
a lack of sensitivity. 

Kulesa said that, with 
Biden’s visit, “The 

Americans are clearly 

trying to cover over the 
disastrous impression made 
by the manner in which the 
Americans presented their 
change to missile defense 
on Sept. 17th.” 

Biden’s national security 

adviser, Tony Blinken, said 
Monday that Obama’s shift 
on missile defense, which 
was welcomed by Russia, 
does not threaten Poland or 
its neighbors. 

“We’ve been very clear 
from day one that we are 
seeking to improve relations 
with Russia, but not at 
the expense of any of our 
partners,” Blinken said. 
Biden’s stops in Bucharest 
and Prague come with both 
countries in political limbo. 
The Czech Republic has a 
weak caretaker government 
that lacks the power to move 
forward on any missile 
defense deals. 

In Romania, where a weak 
caretaker government also 
leads the country, three 
candidates campaigning for 
a November presidential 
election all hope to be given 
a boost by Biden’s visit. 
They “want to be taken 
notice of, to say Took, we 
have America behind us,”’ 
said Bogdan Chirieac, a 
Romanian political analyst. 
But that state of limbo 
probably means Washington 
will hold off until after 
the election to initiate any 
significant new military 
or economic business

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N. Korea diplomat in China 
ahead of rare trip to U.S.

SEOUL, South Korea (AP) 
— A senior North Korean 
diplomat stopped in Beijing 
en route to the United 
States for a rare visit aimed 
at laying the groundwork 
for direct negotiations with 
Washington, news reports 
said. 

The North’s deputy nuclear 
envoy, Ri Gun, told reporters 
at a Beijing airport Tuesday 
that he would “soon” go to 
the U. S., South Korean news 
agency Yonhap reported. 
Ri is scheduled to stay in 
Beijing for a few days for 
talks with Chinese officials, 
the report said. The South’s 
YTN television network 
carried a similar report. 
China’s Foreign Ministry 
said it had no information 
about Ri’s visit. 

Ri’s trip to the U.S. 
comes as Washington is 
considering North Korea’s 
offer of one-on-one nuclear 
negotiations. 

Ri is scheduled to attend a 
security forum in California 
early next week before 
flying to New York for 


a seminar. South Korean 
news reports have said he 
is expected to meet with 
the chief U.S. nuclear 
negotiator, Sung Kim, to set 
up bilateral talks. 

U.S. State Department 
spokesman Ian Kelly told 
reporters Tuesday that at 
least one department official 
would attend the security 
forum, but no decision has 
been made yet on who to 
send. He said Monday that 
no bilateral talks with North 
Korea were scheduled to 
date. 

But a U.S. official said last 
week that Ri would likely 
discuss nuclear matters 
with a senior U.S. diplomat 
while in the United States. 
The U.S. official spoke on 
condition of anonymity to 
discuss such a sensitive 
diplomatic contact. 

North Korea has long sought 
direct negotiations with the 
U.S. The communist regime 
claims it was compelled 
to develop atomic bombs 
to cope with what it calls 
“U.S. nuclear threats.” 

The U.S., which denies 
making any such threats, has 


said it is willing to engage 
the North in direct talks if it 
is assured such talks would 
lead to Pyongyang ending 
its boycott of six-nation 
disarmamenttalks involving 
China, Japan, South Korea, 
Russia and the U.S. 

“We’re ... willing to have 
bilateral talks if such talks 
will advance our goal of the 
complete denuclearization 
of the Korean peninsula,” 
Kelly said Tuesday. “And 
we think the best way to 
achieve that is through the 
six-party talks.” 

The North pulled out of 
the six-party talks in April 
in protest at international 
criticism of a long-range 
rocket launch. It then 
conducted its second-ever 
nuclear test in May and a 
series of ballistic missile 
tests. 

North Korea has reached out 
to Seoul and Washington 
in recent months. Analysts 
say it shows U.N. sanctions 
for the North’s nuclear test 
have hurt the regime. 

In Beijing, Philip Goldberg, 
the U.S. official in charge 
of enforcing U.N. sanctions

against the North, said

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Afghans race to organize Karzai-Abdullah runoff

KABUL (AP) — Facing 
Taliban threats and 
approaching winter snows, 
Afghan election officials must 
now scramble to organize a 
runoff presidential election on 
Nov. 7 after a grim President 
Hamid Karzai bowed to 
intense U.S. pressure and 
acknowledged Tuesday that 
he fell short of a majority. 
U.N. Secretary-General Ban 
Ki-moon said it will be a “huge 
challenge” to pull off new 
balloting without repeating the 
widespread fraud that caused 
U.N.-backed investigators to 
strip Karzai of nearly a third 
of his votes from the Aug. 20 
first-round election. 

Although Karzai’s capitulation 
was a relief to American 
officials and averted a 
constitutional crisis, new 
balloting carries with it the 
risk of low turnout or another 
round of wholesale ballot¬ 
stuffing and voter intimidation. 
Another failed election 
would bring the Obama 
administration no closer to its 


goal of a credible, legitimate 
Afghan government necessary 
to win public support in the 
U.S. for the war and reverse 
the Taliban rise. 

If the election goes relatively 
well, it’s unclear that a 
second-round win by Karzai, 
widely considered the favorite 
over former Foreign Minister 
Abdullah Abdullah, would 
erase the stain brought on 
his leadership by widespread 
fraud in the first balloting 
Aug. 20. 

Karzai, standing alongside 
Sen. John Kerry and U.N. 
mission chief Kai Eide, said 
he welcomed the runoff. He 
called the decision to hold 
a second round “legitimate, 
legal and according to the 
constitution of Afghanistan.” 
“We believe it will strengthen 
the process of democratization 
in Afghanistan,” he said. “It’s 
going to be a historic period.” 
But Karzai did not express 
regret over massive fraud 
most of it on his behalf 
uncovered by U.N.-backed 
investigators after the first 
election. 


“This is not the right time 
to discuss investigations,” 
Karzai said, speaking exactly 
two months after the first 
election. “This is the time to 
move forward toward stability 
and national unity.” 

Karzai appeared before 
reporters moments after 
the government election 
commission accepted the 
findings of the auditors 
that the president fell short 
of a majority. The Karzai - 
influenced commission 

released preliminary results 
last month that showed the 
president winning with more 
than 54 percent out of a field 
of 36 candidates. 

Agreement came at the end of a 
day of intensive talks between 
Karzai and Kerry, chairman of 
the Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee. He praised the 
Afghan leader for “genuine 
leadership in the decision he 
has made today.” The two 
men met at least four times 
before the announcement. 

An Afghan who is close to 
Karzai told The Associated 
Press that both Kerry and 
Secretary of State Hillary 
Clinton had made clear that 
the United States and its 
international partners could 
not accept the results of an 
election that was so tainted 
by fraud. The Afghan spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because of the sensitivity of 
the subject. 

Although accepting a new 
election, Karzai demonstrated 
flashes of irritation, 
occasionally glancing at his 
watch as the news conference 


dragged on. Karzai supporters 
had complained of interference 
by foreigners, especially 
those on the U.N.-backed 
panel, which investigated and 
reported the fraud. 

Karzai, an ethnic Pashtun, 
noted that most of the rejected 
ballots were from his power 
base in the Pashtun-dominated 
south, where the Taliban 
insurgency is strongest. 
He said those votes were 
“disrespected” and should be 
investigated further. 

In an interview later with 
The Associated Press, Kerry 
described the evolution in 
Karzai’s thinking. 

“President Karzai really 
deeply believes he had won 
the election and ... that the 
international community was 
kind of conspiring to push for a 
different outcome,” Kerry said 
in a telephone interview from 
Dubai. “He had people within 
his government, people within 
the election commission who 
felt they were being insulted 
about putting together a faulty 
election process.” 

“There were a lot of very deep 
feelings about Afghanistan’s 
right to run its election, its 
competency in running it and 
so forth,” Kerry continued. 

In Washington, President 
Barack Obama said he called 
Karzai to thank him for 
having the interests of the 
“Afghan people at heart.” He 
praised Karzai for displaying 
a commitment to the rule of 
law during a difficult time in 
Afghanistan. 

A spokesman for Abdullah 
welcomed Karzai’s acceptance 
of the results. Fazel Sancharaki 
added, however, that the 
Abdullah camp regretted it 
took so much arm-twisting to 
make it happen. 

“From the very beginning 
Karzai knew that he would 
be below 50 percent and there 
would be a runoff, but he 
was not ready to accept it,” 
Sancharaki said. 

During days of intensive talks, 
a number of scenarios were 
discussed to avoid a runoff, 
including a power-sharing deal 
between the two candidates, 
according to Western officials 
familiar with the talks. 
However, Karzai ruled out 
such an option Tuesday, telling 
reporters “there is no space for 
a coalition government in the 


law.” 

Karzai, son of a Pashtun 
tribal chief, was installed as 
chairman of the transitional 
administration that led the 
country after the hardline 
Islamistgovernmentcollapsed. 
He was warmly embraced 
by the Bush administration 
but fell out of favor over 
allegations of weak leadership, 
government corruption and his 
ties to warlords. 

Abdullah, an ophthalmologist, 
was a close ally of legendary 
anti-Taliban commander 
Ahmed Shah Massoud, who 
was assassinated shortly 
before the Sept. 11, 2001 
attacks in the U.S. He became 
spokesman of the government 
that replaced the Taliban and 
later served as Karzai’s foreign 
minister. 

The Afghan commission and 
its U.N. advisers now face the 
daunting task of organizing 
another election. Among other 
things, officials must replace 
at least 200 district election 
officials linked to the Aug. 20 
abuses. 

In New York, Ban said the 
United Nations would try 
to make sure the Nov. 7 
runoff occurs in a “free, 
fair, transparent and secure 
environment.” 

“The United Nations 
will ensure to provide 
more necessary technical 
assistance,” he said. 

U.S. and Afghan forces must 
also provide security for the 
balloting to prevent a repeat 
of Taliban attacks in August 
that killed dozens. In some 
areas, militants cut off the ink- 
marked fingers of people who 
had voted. 

Spirited contests for provincial 
councils helped raise the 
August turnout. This time, 
only Karzai and Abdullah will 
be on the ballot — and it will 
be colder. 

Yet in Kandahar city, a Karzai 
stronghold, a group of about 
90 tribal elders who back the 
president said they would tell 
their followers to turn out and 
vote. 

“We are very happy he 
didn’t agree to a coalition 
government and all of our 
tribes have decided today that 
we will take part in a runoff 
election,” said Fazel Uddin 
Agha, a middle-aged elder 
who spoke for the group.□ 
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Kenyan building collapse kills 6,14 still missing

NAIROBI, Kenya (AP) — 
Six people died and 14 were 
still missing after a three- 
story building collapsed on 
the outskirts of the country’s 
capital, a police official said 
Tuesday, as experts warned 
that irresponsible contractors 
were to blame. 

Policeman Samuel Mukindia 
said two people died while 
receiving treatment at a 
Nairobi hospital. The bodies 
of three men were pulled from 
the rubble at the building site 
in Kiambu. Another victim, a 
woman, was crushed to death. 
Police said 13 people were 
injured. 

The Kenya Red Cross said 14 
people were still unaccounted 
for after being reported 
missing by their relatives and 
friends. 

Millicent Wairumu said she 
believed her younger brother 
David Wachira was trapped 
in the rubble. She cooked him 


breakfast Monday morning 
and asked him to work in her 
shop. He declined her offer, 
saying he wanted to earn 
his own money and he was 
already staying in her house. 

“I can’t reach him on his mobile 
phone,” she wept as she dialed 
his number on her phone. “He 
should not have been here. I 
should have insisted he came 
to work for me.” 

Monday’s disaster came 
barely a week after the Kenya 
Architectural Association said 
in a report that 65 percent of 
structures in the country were 
substandard. 

Richard Chepkwony, a 
member of the Institution of 
Engineers of Kenya, said the 
organization was receiving 
almost daily reports of 
buildings collapsing because of 
poor construction. He said the 
building collapsed on Monday 
because of its substandard 
construction material and poor 
workmanship. 

“If you grab a block of 


concrete, you can crack it 
using your hands,” he said, 
crushing lumps of concrete 
between his fingers. “This is 
not the end of the story. We 


will be seeing more of this 
if the government does not 
enact laws to ensure required 
construction standards are 
met.”

Hingis says she won’t 
come back to tennis 


PARIS (AP) — Pormer No. 
1 Martina Hingis won’t make 
a comeback to competitive 
tennis. The 29-year old 
Hingis, who retired after 
getting a two-year ban in 
2007 for testing positive for 
cocaine, said Tuesday in an 
interview with L’Equipe that 
she is happy with her new life. 
“I ’ve got a nice house, my 
four horses,” Hingis said. “On 
the tour, I had no life.” Hingis 
added that even without being 
tested positive, she would 
likely have retired. “If I had 
won the four Grand Slam 
tournaments, maybe I would 
have continued,” she said. 
“But I was on downslope. And 
I was suspended for two years, 
and that was it.” Hingis, who 
spent 209 weeks at No. 1 in 
the women’s rankings and won 


five Grand Slam singles titles, 
said she went through hard 
times during her suspension. 

“I didn’t have the right to 
play any competition, even 
in an other Olympic sport,” 
she said. “I didn’t have the 
right to feature in equestrian 
competition, even at an 
amateur level. ... I’m not sure 
I have completely recovered.” 
Hingis added that she learned 
that her suspension was over 
on Sept. 30 — her birthday — 
a few days after undergoing a 
doping test at her home. “They 
thought maybe, like you, 
that I was planning a second 
comeback,” she said. Hingis 
quit tennis for the first time in 
2002 because of foot and leg 
injuries. When she returned 
to the circuit in 2006, Hingis 
reached two Grand Slam

MIS earns high marks 
again for diversity 

NEW YORK (AP) — Major League Soccer once again 
earned high marks for its racial and gender hiring. 

The league received its third consecutive A for racial hiring 
on Tuesday from the University of Central Florida’s Institute 
for Diversity and Ethics in Sport. It’s gender grade improved 
to a B from a C-plus last year and a D-plus in 2007. 

The league office’s A-plus for gender countered a D-plus for 
team professional positions and a C-minus for team senior 
administrators. 

MLS’s combined race and gender grade of B-plus was the 
same as last year, but its points total increased to 86.5 from 
85.7. 

White players increased from 59 percent in 2007 to 62 percent 
in 2008, while African-Americans dropped from 22 percent 
to 20 percent. 

There were four minority coaches among the 15 teams in 
2008 — Denis Hamlett, Cobi Jones, Juan Carlos Osorio 
and Fernando Clavijo — but only Hamlett and Osorio held 
onto their jobs for part of 2009. Minority assistant coaches 
declined from 17 percent to 9.5 percent. 

Three teams had minority presidents or chief executives in 
2009, the same as the previous year.Q

SAN DIEGO - Eddie Royal 
became the first player in 
Broncos history to return 
a kickoff and a punt for 
touchdowns in the same game, 
leading undefeated Denver to 
a wild 34-23 win over the San 
Diego Chargers on Monday 
night. 

The Broncos didn’t get an 
offensive touchdown until 
Kyle Orton threw a 19-yard 
pass to tight end Tony Scheffler 
late in the third quarter for a 
24-23 lead. Denver added a 
field goal by Matt Prater and 
a late 5-yard touchdown catch 
by Brandon Stokley that was 
upheld on review. 

This is the fifth time the 
Broncos have been 6-0, the 
first since going 13-0 in 1998 
en route to winning their 
second straight Super Bowl 
behind John Elway. They 
opened a 3 1/2-game lead in 
the AFC West over three-time 
defending division champion 
San Diego (2-3). 

Denver outside linebacker 


Elvis Dumervil had two sacks 
to extend his NFL lead to 10. 
His second sack caused Philip 
Rivers to fumble, with Vonnie 
Holliday recovering to set up 
Prater’s 29-yard field goal. 
The Broncos sacked Rivers 
five times, three in the fourth 
quarter. 

Royal is the 11th player in 
NFL history to return a kickoff 
and a punt for a touchdown 
in a game. He had a 93-yard 
kickoff return and a 71-yard 
punt return. 

“You’ve got to believe it can 
happen before you do it,” he 
said. “I’ve got a lot of faith in 
the guys in front of me, so I 
wasn’t surprised. 

“You want to kind of give a 
boost to the team on special 
teams. We were able to do that 
today.” 

After the Chargers were 
forced to settle for a field goal 
following a sensational drive 
late in the first quarter, Royal 
took the kickoff at the 7, found 
a big hole at about the 35, cut 
inside of kicker Nate Kaeding 
at the 50 and raced down the 


left sideline to give the Broncos 
a 7-3 lead. 


In the second quarter, Royal 
fielded Mike Scifres’ punt on 
the bounce at the 29, worked 
his way inside, then outraced 
the coverage to the outside to 
give Denver a 17-10 lead. 
“Man, it was a great feeling. 
The guys did a great job of 
blocking,” he said of the 
second return. “I’ve got to 
give them a lot of credit. They 
opened up the seams and it 
was a home run.” 

Royal’s electrifying returns 
at first silenced Qualcomm 
Stadium, then had Chargers 
fans booing. 

Speedy little Darren Sproles 
of the Chargers got in on the 
action when he returned a 
punt 77 yards for a touchdown 
for a 20-17 lead that held up 
at halftime. Sproles caught 
Brett Kern’s punt, ran up the 
left sideline, got a nice block 
at about the 50, cut inside and 
was gone. 

Just over a minute earlier 
Kaeding kicked a 44-yard 
field goal. 

On Nov. 11, 2007, Sproles 
returned a punt and a kickoff 
for touchdowns in a 23-21 win 
against Indianapolis. 

The Chargers ran 22 plays to 
only six for the Broncos in the 
first quarter, in what seemed 
more like fast-break basketball 
than football.

Refs could be back in time for NBA season

NEW YORK (AP) — The NBA’s locked- 
out referees could be back on the floor in 
time for the season. 

The league has made a new proposal, and 
a person familiar with the negotiations 
told The Associated Press it will be 
recommended for approval to the referees 
on Friday. 

The person, who requested anonymity 
because the negotiations are ongoing, said 
it’s “highly likely” they’ll be on the court 
before next Tuesday’s season opener in 
Cleveland. 

The breakthrough in the labor dispute came 
on Tuesday, after a meeting between league 
commissioner David Stem and referees 
union negotiator Lamell McMorris — who 
had both previously withdrawn from the 
process. 

Neither the NBAnor the National Basketball 
Referees Association would comment on 
their progress. 

The contract between the league and the 
union expired on Sept. 1 and the sides have 
been unable to reach a deal, though they 
were close a couple of times. The league 
has been using replacements officials in the 
preseason, and they have been criticized 
for the high number of fouls called in the 
games. 


After multiple breakdowns in the talks — 
one when the referees rejected a deal their 
negotiators had agreed to in principle days 
earlier — the NBA seemed set to open a 
season with replacement officials for the 
first time since the 1995-96 season. 

But progress apparently came with the 
return of Stem and McMorris, who met on 
Tuesday in New York. 

Stem had removed himself in early 
September when McMorris criticized his 
behavior after abruptly ending a meeting 
the referees’ negotiators had traveled to 
league headquarters for. 

McMorris then pulled out late last month, 
after the union’s executive board originally 
voted to recommend the approval of a 
proposal from the league, but the full 
membership rejected it. 

The sides agreed long ago on salary issues, 
in which the referees would get a minor 
raise in the second of a two-year deal, but 
remained apart on the league’s proposed 
changes to the referees’ pension and 
severance packages, as well as a plan to 
develop younger officials. 

Charlotte’s Larry Brown, Orlando’s Stan Van 
Gundy and Memphis coach Lionel Hollins 
all have been fined for publicly criticizing 
the performance of the replacement officials, 
who were mostly called up from the NBA 
Development League or WNBA.Q

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Peru: Manifestantes se enfrentan 
por despenalizacion del aborto

LIMA (AP) - Movimientos feministas 
y grupos de catolicos se enfrentaron 
el martes bulliciosamente en sendas 
manifestaciones a favor y en contra 
del aborto, tema que ha generado una 
fuerte polemica en Pern a raiz de que 
una comision legislativa recomendara 
su despenalizacion. 

Los grupos antagonicos se reunieron 
enfrente de la sede del legislative en 
momentos en que la Comision Revisora 
del Codigo Penal discutia un pedido 
de reconsideracion a su propuesta 
para despenalizar el aborto en casos 
de violacion sexual y cuando el feto 
presenta graves malformaciones. 

El aborto es ilegal en Pern, excepto en 
los casos en que sea necesario salvar la 
vida de la madre. Tras un breve debate, 
la Comision Revisora desestimo 
reconsiderar la despenalizacion del 
aborto, lo que habiapedido el ministerio 
de Justicia, segun dijo Carlos Torres, 
presidente de ese grupo de trabajo. 
Explico que con esta decision se 


ratified la legalidad del llamado aborto 
terapeutico (cuando peligra la vida de 
la madre), asi como se despenaliza 
el aborto eugenesico (cuando el feto 
presenta malformaciones congenitas) 
y el aborto practicado en casos de 
violacion sexual. 

Las activistas feministas coreaban “Si 
a la vida de las mujeres”, mientras 
portaban carteles con la frase: “Voto a 
favor. Aborto legal para no morir”. 

Los grupos en contra del aborto, entre 
quienes se encontraban algunas monjas 
catolicas, mostraban carteles con 
crudas fotografias de fetos abortados 
y frases como “El no tuvo derechos 
humanos”, y “No existe el derecho de 
matar”. 

La polemica desatada por la propuesta 
de la Comision Revisora del Codigo 
Penal de despenalizar el aborto, 
enfrento incluso a ministros de estado. 
El ministro de Salud, Oscar 
Ugarte, manifesto su respaldo a la 
despenalizacion del aborto, mientras 


el ministro de Defensa, Rafael Rey, 
advirtio que de ser aprobado ello, 


evaluaria su permanencia en el 
gobierno.Q
